Ponnazhagan et al is cited as of interest in providing data for ex vivo transfection and in 
vivo gene expression using a vector as claimed. Ponnazhagan et al found that the recombinant 
mRNA was expressed at level of 4-6% of endogenous host ^"-globin, which appears to be 2-3 
times the level cited as prevalent in the retrovirus prior art (in the specification). So, even apart 
from the issues of motivation to combine the elements in the prior art, this constitutes an 
unexpected improvement in expression compared to the prior art vector.
